A NEW REBUILT SYSTEM IS AN 

ABSOLUTE NECESSITY — IT 

COSTS MONEY. 

The News has been explaining the j 
necessity for rebuilding the water-. 
works system for six or eight 
months and therefore the writer was | 
somowh.at startUnl a few days ago | 
when a lady taxpayer asked us 
"What’s the matter with our water¬ 
works; I had water all summei-; 
isn't that good enough?” 

After the explanation she went 
at once to Wodson Jones’ store to 
register ami we have not only her 
protnise to vote for the bomi.', hut 
that she will try to induce others to 
vote for them. 

Listen! How would you like to see 
your home burn down while you, 
your neighbors anil the "fire depait- 
ment (?)’’ stood around helidess to 
save a single thing hut the sidewalk? 
How would you like to haul water in | 
a tub or a barrel for your domestic 
use? How would you like to wilne.ss 
the tragic death of your fruit trees | 
and ganien next summer, suffocated 
for the lack of water? 

Do you think that overdniwn? 

Do you think the News i.s trj-ing to 
.scare you into voting for the bonds? 

Listen to this: The original pipes 
laid by a few orchardists for irrigat¬ 
ing purposes,^ before Sierra Madre 
wa.s hardly a town, and later taken 
over by the municipality, are still in 
u.so on m.iins and laterals. They are 
rusted and corroileil to such an ex¬ 
tent that it is often necessary, in 
making repairs, to rut out several 
feet of old rotten pii>e before a place 
is found with enough solid meial on 
which to place the repair couplings. 
The pumps and reservoir are clo.sely 
watched and the pn's.sure regulated 
to a nicety to prevent a rupture, 
which is likely to occur at any time, 
shutting off the city’s w.ater supply 
and the miracle is that it has not oc¬ 
curred ere this. 

The old using main from the wells 
to the first reservoir has to carry a 
pressuie of 16.5 pounds per square 
inch, and this main was put in in 
1901. This carries the hulk of the 
water used in the summer season and 
a break in this means shuting off the

Spice Cookies.—Crenm oiu'-thlrd of 
n cupful of liutter and add half a cuii- 
fnl of supiir, olio cupful of iiioIiism's 
in which has heen dissolved oni' lea- 
spoonful of soihi. Ttnui add three anil 
a half cupfuls of ihiiir. ciumiiiiou, 
cloves anil niittiiep to taste and from 
a half to a wliol^ cupful of curriinis 
and chopped inislris. .\ few chopped 
nuts are an liiiprovenienl. When well 
uilxeil, drop hy spoonfuls on hutlcred 
tins and sprinkle wllh siipiir. 

A plain while cooky recipe may tie 
divided anil a jiart used wllh sidee and 
fruit, with anoihcr part cotored with 
nu'lled rhocidafe, and orii- part left 
plain, niaklnp a variety of cukes from 
one recipe.

After the IMace de la RepntikTie 
has been safely crossed, one saunters 
up tlie Boulevard Sr. Martin, tlie road¬ 
way of whieh is enea.sed lietween high 
sidi'walks reaelieil by mounting -sov- 
ernl steps. It extends to the Borte 
St. Martin, erected in IdTl by tlie 
municipal corps of i'nris to the glory 
of Louis XIV. At nightfall the Boule¬ 
vard St. Martin acquires a certain anl- 
niatioii wheu the pulilb’ iires-es 
around the doors of the Amhicu 
Coiiiique, the Renaissance and the 
Borte St. Martin thenters. The I’orte 
St. Martin was built In iK) day.s hy I.e- 
iiioine, at the end of the reign of 
Louis XVI. to .«erve as a temiiorary 
i opera liotise. 

But the sidewalks suddenly een.se 
to he terraced and slope gently down¬ 
ward until they reach their normal 
height, and the noisy Boulevard St. 
Denis extends between the two monu¬ 
mental gateways, the heautiful bas- 
' reliefs of which remind the imsserhy 
of the taking of Linihurg and the di*- 
feat of the Germans, ns well as of the 
passing of the Rhine and tlie taking 
of the provinces liy Louis XIV—ex¬ 
ploits of which the “Sun King" was 
; lu.stly proud. It must he remarked 
that the pseiiteheon of the Borte .St. 
Denis with its lleur-de-lys is the only 
i royal emblem which was respected 
! by the Revolution of 184.S. 
i Landmarks Along the Way. 


The Boulevard des Itallens was the 
center of the tirllliant. seandaloiis life 
of tlie late empire and early ’.30s. 
Tliere used to assemble at Tortnni’s 
at the Malson d'Dr—now transformed 
into a post oflli-e—at the Cafe de 
Baris, those French dandies whn 
brought stich laliorioiis care to the 
imitation of the extravagances of their 
Fngllsii models; at the corner of the 
Rue Laflltte was situated the Cafe 
Ilnrdig. the meeting idiiee of the agi¬ 
tators at the fail of the assignats and 
which is celebrated ns having been 
the first Barislan cafe where liinchenns 
were served “a In fourehette.” that is, 
where meat was served. Tlie Cafe 
Anglais on the opiiosite side of the 
boulevard was the most fashionable 
restaurant of the second empire. It 
was dernrdished recentl.v, and Baris 
sighed at the disaiipearance of anoth¬ 
er of its favorite liaiints. Tlu’ Ba- 
vlllon de Ilanovre, facing the Vaude¬ 
ville theater, now shelters the shtip of 
a prosjterous silversmith; hut it is 
of noble origin, having formerly be¬ 
longed to the duke of Riehelieu. whn 
had, so runs the legend, built it with 
the product of the golden and silver 
laurels he obtained h.v hook or by 
crook during the Hanoverian war 
Hence the nickname which has ever 
since remained attached to the tieau- 
tlful and luxurious building. 

The Boulevard des Capticines, which 
starts from the Vaudeville and spans 
the Blace de I'Opera. i.s always ex¬ 
tremely animated with its numerous 
hotels, clubs and shop.s. It belongs In 
some sort to history, for it was from 
the ganlen of the Capticines (which 
has disappeared long since) that the 
first pistol shot which transformed 
the riot of IRIS into a a-gular revo¬ 
lution was fired.

Here aie reasons why the fine, 
fresh pork tenderloins and pork 
chops, or savory ham, or crinkly 
bacon, which you enjoy for break¬ 
fast, cost much more per pound 
than the market quotation on live 
hogs which you read in the 
newspaper: 

An average hog weighs 220 
pounds. 

Of thjs, only 70 per cent (154 
pounds) is meat and lard. 

So, 'when we pay 15 <^ a found for 
live hogs, we .are really paying more 
than 21^ a pound for the meat which 
we will get from these anim.als, even 
after taking into account the value of 
the by-products. 

But people show a preference for 
only one-third of the whole—the pork 
chops, fancy bacon, and choice cuts 
from juicy hams. 

This means that when we are sell¬ 
ing Premium bacon at per pound 
wholesale and Premium hams at SO,*', 
there are other parts for which we get 
as low as or Rtf' per pound. The 
net result is an average profit to us of 
less than a pound. 

The choice cuts are higher because 
of a demand for them. 

Another thing: Only 35 pounds of the 
entire hog—or about 1, 6 th—is usually 
marketed at once. The rest must be 
pickled, cured, or smoked. This takes 
months, and adds to the costs which 
must be met.
